The 
MD’s assessment is derived 
from residential, farm, com- 
mercial and industrial rate- 
able values. 

Revenue from levies this 
year comes to $2,572,913.62 
and revenue from other than 
taxes comes to $1,732,984.87 

The full mill rate for the 
Sturgeon School Division this 
year is 107 mills with the 
reduced mill rate for resi- 
dential and farm property set 
at 80 mills. 

For the Thibault School 
Board the full mill rate has 
been set at 96.50 mills with 
the reduced rate at 69.50. 
For the Legal School, the full 
mill rate has been set at 
99.25 with the reduced rate 
at 72.25. 

Most areas of MD operat- 
ions and services show an 
increase in costs for the 
coming year; only recreation 
services show a decrease and 
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MD officials point to the fact 
there were more Federal 
monies available in 1975 for 
recreation and STEP pro- 
grams. 

In a comparative break- 
down of the figures for 1976 
and 1975, $128,943 has been 
earmarked for recreation this 
year compared with $165,720 
last year; capital expendi- 
tures are up to $178,104 
compared with $125,800 last 
year and administrative and 
general government costs 
are up to $330,613 compared 
with $293,444 last year.

Cont’d from Page 1 
year. 

The total schools, rec- 
reation and hospitals requi- 
sition from the MD this year 
is $1,234,064 up from last 
year’s figure of $963,561. 
Main reason for this increase 
is the bigger Sturgeon School 
budget. 

Transportation (road) costs 
are also up in the MD this 
year: the cost of running this 
year’s program is $1,947,589 
and last year this figure was 
$1,690,469. 

And the cost of MD 
utilities is up this year 
slightly. Last year the figure 
was $12,000 and this year 
there is an increase to 
$17,507. 

Getting into the finer 
details of the school budgets, 
such as the supplementary 
requisition, for Sturgeon the 
requisition is up by six mills 
or 25.53 percent to 29.50 
mills, compared with last 
year’s figure of 23.50 mills. 

For 1976 the Thibault 
Board shows a decrease of 
six mills. This year’s rate is 
set at 19 mills compared with 
25 last year. Reason for the 
decrease is because the 
board ran up an accumulated 
surplus, according to an MD 
of Sturgeon official.

$800,000 this summer paving 
an eight miles stretch of 
Highway 794 from Westlock 
south to Picardville and is 
about to tender for the 
remainder of the road to 
Villeneuve.

New stamp issued

SESSION WRAP-UP 


The spring session of the 
legislature, which ended 
May 19, was one of the 
lightest spring sessions in 
recent memory. With the 
exception of the budget and 
two or three bills, there was 
very little of substance 
introduced by the govern- 
ment. 


HERITAGE FUND 


The major piece of legisla- 
tion passed was the Heritage 
Savings Trust Fund Act, 
which sets up a $1.5 billion 
fund, to which 30 percent of 
Alberta’s resource revenue is 
to be added annually, for 
future investment. While I 
support the concept of such a 
saving’s fund, I voted ag- 
ainst the bill because it 
places effective control of the 
fund in the hands of the 
cabinet instead of the legis- 
lature, where it belongs. 


HEALTH & SAFETY 


Another important piece of 
legislation passed was the 
Occupational Health and 
Safety Act. 

I supported this bill, even 
though it contains a few 
weaknesses, because it is 
basically good legislation 
which should improve safety 
in the workplace consider- 
ably. 

Other bills of some im- 
portance were the Mines and 
Minerals Amendment Act, 
which is designed to prod 
drilling companies to explore 
and develop their leases, and 
a bill to increase Worker’s 
Compensation payments. 


BUDGET RESTRAINT 


Shortly before the session 
ended, the legislature gave 
final approval to a $2.9 
billion budget. The main 
theme of the budget was 
cutback and restraint, par- 
ticularly in the broad area of 
social services. 

Premier Lougheed and his 
cabinet colleagues have just- 
itied this spending restraint, 
which has led to cutbacks in 
hospital beds, school pro- 
grams and social services, on 
the grounds that Alberta still 
spends more per capita on 
these services than any other 
provinces. 

Unfortunately, that is sim- 
ply not true. A Statistics 
Canada survey of budgets for 
the 10 provinces shows that 
Alberta ranks third in terms 
of per capita spending over- 
all. In terms of services to 
people, the picture is par- 
ticularly interesting. 

While Alberta does rank

first in health spending, it is 
third among the provinces in 
education spending, it is 
sixth in the social welfare 
area, and eighth in spending 
for transportation. This is 
hardly an admirable record 
for a province with Alberta’s 
resource base and growing 
revenue. 


N.D.P. BILLS 


The session did not consist 
solely of government bus- 
iness, however. Opposition 
members also had a chance 
to introduce bills and mot- 
ions, and to question mini- 
sters on various issues. 

During the session, I 
introduced 10 Private Mem- 
ber’s bills, none of which 
were permitted to pass by 
the government. The bills 
were designed to: prevent 
extra billing by doctors; 
repeal health care insurance 
premiums; forbid oil com- 
panies from owning service 
stations; provide equal edu- 
cational opportunities for 
handicapped children; pre- 
vent the takeover of farm 
land by foreign interests; 
encourage public hearings by 
the Environmental Conser- 
vation Authority into major 
projects; make the Alberta 


Energy Company account- 
able to the legislature; 
establish a Bill of Rights for 
tenants; force the govern- 
ment to make public most 
public information - and 
strengthen women’s rights 
under The Individual Rights 
Protection Act. Copies of 
these bills are available from 
my office at 213, Legislative 
Building, Edmonton. 


N.D.P. RESOLUTIONS 


In addition, I introduced 
and debated three major 
resolutions. The first urged 
the government to force 
Syncrude to substantially 
upgrade its pollution tech- 
nology to reduce sulphur 
dioxide emissions from the 
plant. This resolution was 
voted down by the govern- 
ment. 

My second resolution cal- 
led on the government to 
take specific action to alle- 
viate the high cost of 
housing, and the third 
motion urged the govern- 
ment to improve the revenue 
position of the financially 
hard-pressed municipalities. 
Both resolutions were talked 
out by the government. 

The fall session will 
resume October 13.

District No. 3 receives limited feedback on basic education 


On Monday night the St. 
Albert School District No. 3 
met at Vincent J. Maloney 
School. Present were Trus- 

. tees Sieben, Freeman, How- 
rish, Lockert and Smith, 
Superintendent Dr. Zielinski, 
Deputy Superintendent Mr. 
Soetaert and Secretary-trea- 
surer Mr. Baldwin. 

Mr. Sieben reported that 
Mr. John Bakker had app- 
roached him about making 
an arrangement to use the 
Board’s school buses during 
the peak periods of 7 to 8 
a.m. and 4 to S p.m., for the 
transportation of local resi- 
dents within the town boun- 
daries. Since there was no 
conflict with the Board’s 
busing schedule it was 
decided that the town should 
be notified that the Board 
was willing to make some 
arrangement. 

Mr. Soetaert moved that 
the Language Arts Co- 
ordinators be kept in service 
at Vital Grandin and Albert 
Lacombe Schools. Two other 
schools, Bertha Kennedy and 
Father Jan had already 
discontinued this position for 
the 1976-77 school year. 
Board members had received 
information concerning the 
evaluation of the program 
from both principals and 
co-ordinators. Mr. Freeman 
pointed out that the infor- 
mation that the Board mem- 
bers had received indicated 
that the principals involved 
in the program seemed less 
enthusiastic than the co-or- 
dinators themselves. He 
amended Mr. Soetaert’s 
original motion by adding 
that this discrepancy be- 
tween the evaluations of 
principals and teachers be 
watched closely, with the 
hope that it would clear up in 
the future. 

Dr. Zielinski reported that 
consideration was being giv- 
en to the possibility of hiring 
a religious instruction co- 
ordinator who would work 
with the teachers and help 
them plan comprehensive 
religious instruction progr- 
ams. This co-ordinator could 
be on a full-time or part-time 
basis. He also stated that the 
Administration Council felt 
that the timing of this 
proposal was poor in light of 
the present policy of cutting 
back staff and reducing 
expenditures. The Board 
members felt that the home 
room teacher should be 
teaching Christian education 
to his/her students and only 
at the senior high levels was 
there a need for a specialist 
in this area. The specialist 
would work with the tea- 
chers, helping them plan and 
organize their lessons, There 
was no opposition to the idea 
from the elementary per- 
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sonnel except that of poor 
timing. The Board decided to 
approach the Parish team 
and discuss the possibilities 
of employing someone on a 
half-time basis and defying 
exactly what such a person’s 
duties would include. 


PUBLIC EXPRESS VIEWS 
ON BASIC EDUCATION 


At 8 p.m. the meeting was 
opened to the public for 
discussion on the topic of 
‘Basic Education.’ Only thr- 
ee concerned residents were 
at the meeting to express 
their views on this topic. The 
first of these said that he 
would like to see a return to 
constructive English rather 
than the multiple choice 
program which he felt was 
now pervading the school 
system. Constructive Eng- 
lish, the gentleman explain- 
ed, was the proper formu- 
lation of sentences, para- 
graphs and compositions. 

The second speaker from 
the audience was a teacher in 
the Edmonton Catholic sch- 
ool system. This persor 
suggested that the Board 
send an outline to the 
community stating its objec- 
tives, and what its plans for 
the school year were. This 
would provide a basis for 
comparison and evaluation of 
the program. He also felt 
that the fourth R. - religion 
should be stressed, and a 
program of ongoing staff 
development should be pro- 
moted. This did not necessi- 
tate the hiring of a religious 
co-ordinator, the speaker 
pointed out, but it might 
assist the teachers in devel- 
oping sound programs of 
instruction. He also felt that 
family life education should 
be taught from kindergarten 
to grade 12, not just the 
biological aspects, but also 
the relationships within a 
family and peer group, the 
roles within these groups and 
the role development of 
males and females. 

The third and last speaker 
from the audience felt that

the present movement away 
from the three R’s allowed 
more students to complete 
grade 12. Under the old 
system only the academic 
students did well, the others 
were left behind and even- 
tually lost interest in school. 
‘‘A return to the old three 
R’s would mean a drop of 
about 40% of the students 
graduating from grade 12. 
The three R’s we have today 
are high enough.’’ The 
speaker pointed out that he 
felt the purpose of education 
was to make people rational, 
to help them think for 
themselves. If the education 
system was aimed at the 
students who were capable of 
coping with the old three R’s 
standards, many students 
would be left to fend for 
themselves. 

The next item on the 
agenda was concerned with 
bilingual education. Mr. 
Soetaert explained that a 
new busing schedule had 
been arranged. This sche- 
dule had been set up after 
discussing the alternatives 
with the parents of Picard 
school students. Mr. Free- 


man suggested that before 


the Board approve the pro- 
posed schedule the parents 
of Grandin School also be 
contacted as was preciously 
indicated to them. 

Dr. Zielinski reported that 
three bicycle safety kits had 
been ordered from _ the 
Edmonton School Board, but 
due to the large list of 
back-orders it might be some 
time before the kits arrive. 

Dr. Zielinski reported that 
the Christian Education Co- 
mmittee: felt that there 
should be activities within 
the school to develop Chris- 
tian feeling. There should 
also be a commitment from 
the teachers and a program 
designed to develop this 
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feeling among the staff 
should be encouraged. 


BOARD LIMITS 
EXPENDITURES 


The superintendent com- 
mented on the future de- 
velopment of the school 
district: according to a popu- 
lation projection.

SLEEPING TORPEDO WAKES TO DESTROY [Reuter] 


The United States has developed a weapon so secret that 
senior military officers at NATO headquarters turn pale 
when you mention its name - Captor. 


They will neither confirm nor deny the existence of the 
weapon, but Western diplomatic sources say it is in 
production in the U.S. 


Captor, one of the most complex and lethal weapons ever 
devised, is a sleeping torpedo that lies on the bottom of the 
sea. When it hears an enemy submarine, it wakes, swims 
out of its mine like case and homes silently on the 
unsuspecting victim. There is no escape from the torpedo, 
which is capable of carrying a nuclear warhead. If it misses 
on its first attack, it will turn and attach again and again 
until it destroys its target. 


Captor recognizes an enemy submarine by its engine sound. 
It is programmed to continue sleeping when a friendly 
vessel passes. 


Captor can be dropped into the sea by submarine, ship and 
plane. 


The B-52 bomber is believed able to drop Captor from high 
altitudes. 


The weapon is designed to block straits or seas and to stop 
enemy submarines from leaving port in a war. 


But Captor’s main aim would be to stop the big Soviet 
northern submarine fleet from passing from the Norwegian 
Sea into the Atlantic, where it could attack allied shipping 
sources said. 


NATO’s strategy calls for the western alliance to stop the 
175 submarines - 90 of them nuclear powered - of the Soviet 
northern fleet north of a line stretching from Greenland to 
Iceland and Britain.

Families of the Roman Catholic School District-#3 have 
received a questionnaire on the subject of expanding the 
teaching of French in district schools. The survey will assist 
the board in determining whether this is advisable and to 
what extent. 

The action follows a brief by a parents committee 
proposing a French Immersion course for Grade One to Six 
to begin in September of this year. In October last year a 
group of parents decided to investigate the possibilities of 
obtaining a French bilingual program for grades one to six 
in the Public School District #3 in St. Albert. 

Their first step was to post a petition in the Roman 
Catholic Church, which was designed by 200 people, 
expressing interest in such a program. 

The committee then surveyed the kindergartens in St. 
Albert and in an interview last week Mrs. Marguerite 
Broten and Mrs. Jacqueline Morrissette said that 60 parents 
expressed interest in having their children begin a bilingual 
program in 1973 and 50 who were interested for the fall of 
1974, mostly from District #3. 

Parish Kindergarten teachers said they have had 
enquiries about a bilingual kindergarten, but felt it would be 
impractical unless the children could follow it up in grade 
one.

A chauvinist tax

The tax system is accu- 
sed of many things. Male 
chauvinism is not one of 
them but it might as well 
be. It’s cheaper for a pro- 
prietor to live with a 
woman than to marry her. 
If they marry, his business 
income is all taxable. If 
not, he can deduct her 
salary. If they decide to 
marry after all, they'll 
need to incorporate so that 
she can be employed by 
the business. 


Children are a blessing. 
But when it comes to 
family allowances ($22.08 
per child) some people are 
blessed more than others. 
For the man with no tax- 
able income, $22.08 per 
month is the total benefit. 
But the man in the 60 per 
cent tax bracket can use 
exemptions -- $352 for each 
child under 16, $646 for 
each one over. He must 
pay tax on the $22.08, but 


exemptions reduce his 
total tax. Result: each 
child under 16 is worth 


$26.43 per month and each 
child over 16, $41.13 per 
month,

From the 
viewpoint of small busi- 
ness, the administration 
of the tax laws has become 
as critical as the laws 
themselves. It is a double 
cost to the taxpayer who 
must indirectly pay for 
bureaucratic administra 
tion and then must pay 
again for advisers to deal 
with the problems directly 
affecting him.”

ROSES ARE JUNE’S 
GARDENING EFFORT 


Last fall I wrote about the four All-America Rose Selections. The 
one catching my eye is the floribunda Cathedral. The long pointed 
buds open to large 15 to 18 petaled, slightly ruffled flowers of rich 
golden apricot. They gain a deep salmon tint as they mature. I feel 
the fully opened bloom displaying bright golden stamens add 
greatly to it’s beauty. We fed heavily with Vigoro Rose Food and 
the continuous all summer bloom production was most rewarding. 

Roses are borne in small clusters of from five to nine florets, ideal 
for cutting and arranging, 


America has large, bright salmon pink spiced fragrant blooms. One 
thing we like about this climber is it’s bloom production. It has 
flowers most of the summer. 


The remainder, Seashell and Yankee Doodle, I wrote about in great 
length last fall. Both produce well. 


ROSE CARE: All roses need attention to keep them free of insects 
and disease. They must be well fed and watered. I prefer to mulch 
my rose beds, and I’ve found that if using cocoa-bean hulls at a 
thickness of three inches, black-spot is controlled. However, we 
have used the new Benlate Systemic Fungicide and find it effective. 


SPRING FLOWERING BULBS: They’ve given you the beauty of 
their bloom but now you have the foliage to contend with. Don’t 
cut the foliage to the ground. Let it grow to produce or transplant 
in that area. Young plants can be planted between the bulbs and 
will grow much better with the protection of the leaves. As the 
bulb foliage dies down, your transplants will take over the area. 


Many readers have asked if they should dig up their spring flowering 
bulbs. I don’t advocate this practice. In Canada we do not have 
ideal storage areas as in Holland. It does the bulb more harm than 
good being lifted each year. We’ve had bulbs in the ground for 15 
years undisturbed, and they flourish well. We like to add a handful 
or so of Vigoro Bone Meal early in the fall. This supplements the 
food it has made up on it’s own and gives them an extra lift for 
the bloom production the following year. Some who have dug 
bulbs and stored them during summer say the bulbs produced 
some foliage the following year, but no flower. If the storage area 
became hot, the flower buds in the bulbs were cooked. 


LAWNS: If your lawn browns out, spray the area with Sevin. This 
material is non-poisonous to humans, pets, birds and all non- 
insect life, yet it controls Cinch bugs, which are small red and 
black and hide in the foliage of grasses. They get nourishment by 
sucking plant juices above ground, thus leaving the grass dead in 
irregular patches. Other insects can cause the same conditions, 
such as the June Bug. The larvae known as the white grub 
consume the tender feeding roots of grasses. At the Vigoro 
Research Laboratories a combined Lawn Insect Control has been 
incorporated with Golden Vigoro and even if you don’t have 


either of these “pests’’ in your lawn, it is a good plan to apply it. 


MOWING LAWNS: Check your mowing height. Children’s play 
areas should be allowed to grow and be maintained at two inches 
or even more. The front lawn should be maintained at one and a 
half inches; deluxe lawns, about one inch. 

LIMA BEANS: The most popular bush Lima bean grown today is 
the famous Fordhook Lima Bean. They don’t require a great deal 
of space to grow and produce an abundance of beans on short, 
bushy plants which require no staking.

Bush Lima beans are a worthwhile crop for the home gardener, 
since the beans are extra large, meaty and the kind to eat as 
“butter beans”. Limas should be planted well after danger of frost, 
in a fertile soil preferably during a warm dry spell or the bean will 
rot, They require a longer growing season than regular green beans 

about 75 days to harvest. 

Planting should be in full sun with no shade in any part of the day. 
To get a good stand, the seeds can be sown close together — three 
inches apart but thinned to nine inches apart, with two feet 
between rows. 

During dry spells they should be watered heavily and some form of 
mulch such as straw or grass clippings ts helpful.

Citizens Band radios have 
23 different channels on the 
AM band on which the 
operators can communicate. 
These radios can also be 
obtained with a side band, 
which splits the original 23 
channels and provides 46 
channels. When transmitting 
on the A.M. band a numeri- 
cal code is used and when the 
side band is being used an 
alphabetical code is used. 

When the weather is just 
right it is not unusual to hear 
communications from far 
away places such as Wyo- 
ming, Winnipeg, North Dak- 
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ota, and West Virginia. 
While the ger’ men were 
explaining how this occur- 
red, voices from Florida and 
Wyoming came over the 
radio as clear as if the people 
were sitting in the same 
room!

Unfortunately it is against 
the law to answer or send 
transmissions for distances 
exceeding 30 miles. It’s 
alright if someone farther 
away hears you talking with 
another radio operator, but 
he is forbidden to join in the 
conversation. Radio opera- 
tors must purchase a ‘Ham 
Operators’ license to send 
long distance messages or 
take the chance of being 
detected by the authorities 
and having a fine of up to 
$2,000 levied as well as 
having your equipment con- 
fiscated. 

C.B. radio operators act- 
ually provide a valuable 
service to travellers in 
distress, lost truck drivers, 
stranded sportsmen, and 
have even been able to help 
people many hundreds of 
miles away. 

Mobile units, which are 
installed in vehicles, have 
proved invaluable to many 
people. Motorists stranded 
on seldom used roads can 
easily get help by sending a 
radio message calling for 
assistance. Fishermen, hun- 
ters and other sportsmen 
sometimes get into areas and 
are unable to get out (rain or 
snowstorms block roads). 
Usually they can get in 
contact with a helpful farmer 
or other motorist and help is 
sent. Truck drivers have 
radio units in their vehicles 
and often find them useful 
when they arrive in an 
unfamiliar town or city and 
either can’t find an address 
or are unable to find their 
way through town via the 
truck routes. Mr. Garrett

where a Canadian radio 
operator received a signal for 
help from an area in the 
U.S.A. By contacting the 
local RCMP detachment he 
was able to help rescue the 
victims. 

Becoming a C.B. radio 
operator isn’t very difficult or 
expensive. A regular A.M. 
radio (no side bands) costs 
about $150., the antenna is 
about another $50 and you’re 
on your way. If you find that 
this outfit isn’t good enough 
to meet your needs you can 
spend up to $2,000 for a 
radio, $500 - $600 for an 
antenna, $400 for a tower 
and $60 - $70 for a rotor. For 
only $3,000 you can be the 
proud owner of a truly first 
class communications outfit. 
A mobile unit runs about 
$200 and an average base 
unit is about $800. A three 
year radio operator’s license 
is a mere $13.00. 

The St. Albert radio 
operators have formed a 
group called the Pathfinders. 
This group would like to see 
St. Albert put up signs at 
either end of town indicating 
to motorists the C.B.’s in the 
area monitor Channel 10. In 
this way passing travellers 
can call for help or just say 
‘Hi.’ 


There’s only one minor 
drawback according to Mr. 
Van Kesteren. Unlike a 


telephone where you can 
interrupt the person who are 
speaking to, radio operators 
must wait their turn. Only 


one person can transmit at a 
time. ‘*You have to be sure of 
what you're going to say, 
before you say it.’’

The St. Albert Historical 
Society seems to be having a 
good time digging around for 
facts about the past history of 
St. Albert. 

Some interesting stories 
about St. Albert and its 
history have been recently 
uncovered by Society re- 
searchers, a monthly news- 
letter says. 

A complete interview has 
been done by the Society 
with Mrs. Clara Terrault and 
others who have been done 
others who have been con- 
tacted include Robert Belle- 
rose, Mrs. Lorne Akins, 
Eugene Perron, Mrs. Van 
Tighem and_ Elizabeth 
Deane. Some of these people 
the newsletter says have also 
been able to give interesting 
photos of St. Albert’s past 
thus enabling a good picture 
to emerge of St. Albert’s 
past. 

The files of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works for the 
North West Territories - as 
Alberta then was - have 
provided the story of St. 
Albert’s incorporation as a 
village (1898 - 1903). In- 
cluded were maps of the 
proposed boundaries, a peti- 
tion signed by town residents 
opposing incorporation and 
the first three financial 
reports of the new village. 
The Municipal Inspector’s 
reports have given a fair 
indication of the finances of 
St. Albert through the 1930s 
and 40s. 

The Historical Society is 
now reading the minutes of a 
town council meeting Oc- 
tober 1904 and information 
on the incorporation of the 
town during that period is 
also being tracked down. 

Old newspapers, the St. 
Albert Star (1912-1914) and 
Le Courier d’ Quest are being 
read as items of interest and 


the Society has also been” 


offered a copy of the St. 
Albert News (1912). 

Two directories for the 
years 1895 and 1899 have 
also been looked through and 
these gave a complete list of 
all the farmers and residents 


ot the area at the time. 

The newsletter says the 
Grey Nuns Archives have 
given a yearly account of 
some of the major events in 
town history, though many of 
these are concerned with the 
convent itself.

After the first steamboat 
reached Fort Edmonton in 
1875, a freighting route was 
established overland to Ath- 
abasca Landing. The advent 
of the railway to Calgary in 
1883 and to Strathcona in 
1891 brought an increased 
use of the landing trail. This 
trail and the Athabasca 
Landing were the route and 
departure point for all nor- 
thern traffic between 1887 
and 1912. That year the 
Canadian Northern Railway 


reached the Landing and the 
trail fell into disuse. Much of 
the trail south of the Red- 
water River is now oblitera- 
ted by farm land but the 
northern portion remains in 
use as a district road. 

Remains of the old stopp- 
ing houses still remind tra- 
vellers of the romantic and 
historic route into Canada’s 
Northland.$

Chamber program exposes 
students to business problems 


A series of 10 information 
sessions, sponsored by the 
local Chamber as well as the 
Alberta Chamber of Com- 
pmerce, were held at St. 
Albert High School over the 
early spring. The last of 
these sessions was on May 
7th. The program was aimed 
at providing graduating stu- 
dents with information on 
some roles that business may 
play in their futures and the 
many opportunities available 
in the business community. 
Each subject was covered by 
a professional in that field 
who worked in the St. Albert 
area. 

The first of these sessions 
had Gerry Hague, local 
Safeway manager and Don 
Peterson, Safeway’s person- 
nel manager for northern 
Alberta speaking to the 
students. The subjects they 
discussed included: charac- 
teristics that personnel offi- 
cers look for when hiring 
staff and the importance of 
each to the business. App- 
earance, attitude, training 
and experience were among 
the most important aspects 
of a person’s character 
according to these two 
qualified men. 

In the second session 
Gerry Belke, manager of 
Grandin Shoppers’ Mall, 
discussed the reasons that 
business existed, the reasons 
that people wanted to work 
for business, the kinds and 
types of businesses that exist 
today. People work for bus- 
iness in order to serve 
community needs, to provide 
products needed by indivi- 
dual segments of consumers. 
Businesses are of many 
different kinds - corpora- 
tion, national, multi-nation- 
al, sole proprietorship and 
partnership, and perform 
many different functions 
such as resource develop- 
ment, manufacturing, ser- 
vice and tourist industry 
development, and commer- 
cial building. 

In the third week, G. 
Belland, assistant manager 
of the Bank of Montreal and 
member of the Chamber of 
Commerce explained how to 
assemble money to set up a 
business and how to borrow 
long-term working capital. 
He also discussed the inter- 
relationships of taxes, ac- 
counts payable, accounts re- 
ceivable, borrowing, inter- 
est, prices, sales, wages, etc. 

Mark Wheeler, a St. 
Albert chartered accountant, 
explained the intricacies of 
free market competition, and 
the many factors involved in 
the selling of a product such 
as research, development, 
distribution, training, per- 
sonal selling, advertising, 
promotion, pricing and pack- 
aging. 

Bill O’Neill, a St. Albert 
lawyer, discussed the con- 
trols used to prevent un- 
scrupulous practices. Wage 
and price controls, consumer 
rights, both general and 
under the Unfair Trades

Union negotiator Leo Lancaster gave the last in a series of 10 lectures to the students of St. 
Albert High School. The lectures were part of an experimental program sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce to expose senior high school students to various economic situations 
which they may have to cope with in the near future. Mr. Lancaster spoke on the interaction 
of unions and trade organizations with management. é 


Practices Act, and the inter- 
action of technology and the 
environment were the topics 
of main concern.

Report from Parliament Hill 


By Stan Schellenberger, MP 

Lately I have received 
several questions from con- 
stituents about the United 
Nations Conference on Hu- 
man Settlements, more fa- 
miliarly known as Habitat, to 


which Canada will play host’ 


in Vancouver from May 31 to 
June 11. Representatives 
from 140 nations will meet to 
discuss solutions to very 
serious problems that face 
mankind as a result of our 
increasing urbanization, pr- 
oblems such as food, water 
supply, shelter, energy, work 
transport, population pres- 
sure, pollution, aethetic en- 
vironment, protection and 
recreation. 

In bringing together dele- 
gates, observers, officials 
and journalists, Habitat is 
expected to be the largest 
conference ever sponsored 
by the UN. 

It has been predicted that 
Canada’s population, now 
about 22 million, 2ould rise to 
30 or 40 million by the end of 
the century. Canada has had 
the highest rate of urban 
growth of any developed 
country since the Second 
World War. Between 1951 
and 1966, urban regions 
absorbed almost all of 
Canada’s population increa- 
se of six million. Experts 


forecast that given current -~ 


trends, by the year 2000 
Canada’s urban population 
could more than double. 
This prospect means that 
Canadians will have to build 
as many new settlements 
during the next 24 years as 
we have built so far in our 


entire history. 

The trend towards increa- 
sing urbanization is by no 
means peculiar to Canada 
alone. All industrialized na- 
tions are experiencing this 
phenomenon. Yet however 
staggering our prospects 
seem, we in developed coun- 
tries must consider ourselves 
fortunate when we compare 
our situation to that of the 
Third World nations. 

The vast majority of the 
world’s less-advantaged po- 
pulation live in developing 
countries where even the 
barest minimum needs for 
survival are not ensured. 
Accordingly, first and fore- 
most, Habitat discussions 
will focus on the most crucial 
and immediate problems 
facing the severely deprived 
segments of the world’s 
population, in particular pro- 
blems relative to the provi- 
sion of a minimum standard 
of housing and other essen- 
tials such as food and 
education. 

The Habitat Conference 
will be solution-oriented. 
Several countries have found 
answers to settlement pro- 
blems and by audio-visual

According to Dr. Frank 
Baker, beef cattle extension 
veterinarian with Alberta 
Agriculture, the cause of 
grass tetany is little under- 
stood, but hypo-magnesemia 
is responsible for many of the 
clinical symptoms. In hypo- 
magnesemia the level of 
magnesium in the blood 
stream is below normal. 

Although the disease is 
usually seen in late winter or 
early spring, it occasionally 
occurs during the summer 
and fall. Cows close to 
calving or nursing a young 
calf are the most often 
affected. 

Affected animals are ner- 
yous or unusually alert, often 
belligerent or ‘‘on the prod.’’ 
Muscle twitching is followed 
by a staggering gait and the 
animal soon lies down.

that wireworms are attracted 
by carbon dioxide released by 
germinating seeds. The wire- 
worms’ sense organs detect 
the gas in the soil and the 
larvae zero in on the seeds. 
Scientists were impressed 
with the speed and accuracy 
with which wireworms 
located the seeds. The larvae 


followed carbon dioxide to 
seeds of wheat, barley, fall 
rye, bromegrass, timothy, 
alfalfa, rape, sweet clover and 
sunflower. 

Researchers are now 
developing a carbon dioxide 
trap for collecting larvae in 
the soil.

Trying to control blackflies 


Researchers have begun 
field work on the third year of 
a study into the control of 
blackflies - a biting insect 
which limits livestock pro- 
duction in paris of Alberta. 

The research along the 
Athabasca River involves the 
federal, provincial and local 
governments and is being 
co-ordinated by the Alberta 
Department of the Envir- 


onment. 

The insecticide methoxy- 
chlor will be introduced into 
the river at two points this 
spring and the river will be 
monitored to determine the 
chemical’s effect on the ziver 
water, sediments and or- 
ganisms. 

Sampling is now underway 
both upstream and down- 
stream of the treatment sites 


Hog outlook 


A hog price of $70 or more 
per hundredweight is a short 
term possibility, but prices in 
the $65 to $70 range seem 
more probable, says Jim 
Dawson, head of Alberta 
Agriculture’s market analy- 
sis branch.

plus the expected increase in 
hog production, prices could 
drop back to the mid-$50 
level and lower in 1977 as 
North American production 
expands,’’ Mr. Dawson says. 

While the-signs are here 
for a gradual increase in 
Canadian hog production, 
marketings will probably 
remain below the low levels 
of 1975 until late in the third 
quarter or early in the fourth 
quarter of this year.

state of the river. Monitoring 
of the river will continue until 
late September. 

The first application of 
methoxychlor will occur ab- 
out 100 miles downstream of 
the town of Athabasca in late 
May. The second treaiment 
«will take place about one 
week later at the bridge, 
which is a short distance 
downstream from the town. 

The concentration of me- 
thoxychlor in the river at 
each treatment site will be 
0.3 parts per million for 7.5 
minutes. By treating the 
river in this fashion, the 
researchers will determine 
whether the blackfly lar- 
vae-which develop in swiftly 
flowing water-can be killed 
without severe effects on 
other organisms. 

Results from 1975 showed 
that fewer blackfly larvae 
were affected by the insec- 
ticide than in 1974. This 
result corresponds with an 
increase in the number of 
complaints by local ranchers 
regarding blackfly attacks on 
their cattle. 

No direct toxic effects from 
methoxychlor on adult fish 
were detected, but there 
were indications of toxic 
effects on the young of one 
species of fish and of indirect 
effects on adult fish.

periods of a week to several 
months. Scientists believe 
that only hungry wireworms 
are attracted by carbon 
dioxide. The traps would give 
some indication of the per- 
centage of a wireworm popu- 
lation ready to feed. 

Wireworms are the most 
widespread soil pest in the 
prairies. 

The adults (click beetles) 
begin emerging about the end 
of April and mate soon after. 
The females remain in the 
soil for about three weeks 
while their eggs mature. They 
move to the soil surface, 
where each female lays several 
clutches of 200 to 300 eggs. 

The eggs, deposited in 
cracks or under lumps of soil, 
require about a month to 
develop. After emerging from 
the eggs, the young larvae 
feed on fine plant roots. 
They remain in the soil for 
three to five years before 
forming underground cells 
and pupating in late July or 
early August. Two weeks 
later the newly-formed adults 
emerge, but remain in the 
pupal cells until the following 
spring. 

Because of wireworms’ 
long life cycle, fasting periods 
during the larvae stage and 
differing rates of maturity, 
scientists have difficulty 
studying insecticide and re- 
pellent effects. The carbon 
dioxide study has opened up 
promising new lines of 
research.
